Amateur radio in general is 
entering a new phase of its 
periodic struggle for existence. 
Another world-wide frequency 
allocation conference is expected 
to come up in the next year or 
two and amateur radio will have 
the hardest fight it has ever 
had to maintain its frequencies in 
the face of fierce competition 
from government and com- 
merical interest all over the 
world, The sun-spot cycle has 
a strong influence in this, by 
depriving government and com- 
mercial services of much of their 
useable spectrum, They, too, 
are being crammed into the fre- 
quencies below 16 to 18mc, Add 
this pressure to the pressure 
arising from new users of 
spectrum and you begin to vis- 
ualize the problem, 

This is one of the reasons FCC 
Commissioners in the last few 


~ years have issued blunt warnings 


that amateur radio had better 
begin to trim ship or face the 
prospect of severe pruning by 
the FCC, 

There ‘are estimates that ama- 
teur frequencies would be worth 
some two BILLON dollars per 
year if they. were available, to 
commercial interests! 

We are now in asituation where 
we had better be able to prove 
tg FCC that we comply with the 
‘provisions of Part 12,0 of the 
FCC regs which set forth the 
reasons for the existence of the 
Amateur Service, 

This is the background against 
which ARRL President Herbert 
Hoover Jr.W6ZH took office about 
a year ago. The League has 
now begun to move rather rapidly 
into a comprehensive program 
designed to make of the Amateur 
Service an actual service, Mr, 
Hoover is obviously moving to 
make the League the agency 
through which amateurs can work 
collectively to achieve the aims 
of Part 12.0. 

The new QST (June) contains 
a two-page editorial setting forth 
the program newly adopted by 
the League’s Board of Directors 
at its annual meeting in West 
Hartford, It is a program de- 
serving of support by every 
licensed amateur,

HAMMARLUND 


DX in Florida 
By C.J.Bolvin, W4LVV 


During the past few weeks, two 
or three questions seemed to 
pop up more often than any others, 
First question; “How can you 
possibly have such a good ratio 
of countries confirmed to coun- 
tries worked?’’, This question 
often comes from a ham who 
has ‘*worked’”’ 10 or 20 countries 
but has only one or two qsls to 
show for it. The cause of the 
poor ratio usually boils down to 
one or more of the following; 
1) He hasn’t yet sent a qsl to 
the station worked; 2) He has 
never sent an envelope to the 
W4 ARRL QSL Manager or 3) 
all of the stations were worked 
in last months’ DX contest. 
Taking thése in order, DX 
stations usually ANSWER qsls 
received, but only rarely send 
one out before receiving yours. 
This is pure economics, Al- 
most any DX. station can work 
a dozen W4’s in any given half 
hour on the air, Unless you 
happento be in a‘'rare’’ country, 
he probably couldn’t care less 
about your qsl. If he says he 
will “QSL sure’’, he means he 
will QSL if and when he gets 
yours! If he tried to send cards 
to all W’s worked, the cost of 
cards alone would keep him broke 
without ever considering postage. 
Consider your own position as to 
W/K Q6LS --- do you send out 
a card for every QSO? Why 
not? Although QSL costs here 
including postage, are not nearly 
as important as they are for many 
DX stations, just how good 
were your returns from cards 
you did send out to W/K stations 
(perhaps when you were after 
that WAS certificate)? Moral: 
Don’t expect one if you don’t 
QSL first, 

Many hams, after working their 
first few countries, have con- 
scientiously sent out their QSLs 
--- often with an IRC (Inter- 
national Reply Coupon)included, 
First, if these cards were sent 
via the “bureau’’ (which should 
be understood as the QSL Bureau 
of the country worked) there is 


a fair chance they were never 
delivered, Unlike the ARRL 
QSL Bureau which will provide 
QSL forwarding service to all 
W/VE hams who provide their 
QSL Manager with a self- 
addressed stamped envelope, 
whether they are League mem- 
ber ornot, many DX QSL Bureaus 


will forward QSLs only to mem-! 


bers, and non-members cards 
go into the trash basket, Ex- 


cept for the ‘Iron Curtain’ 
countries, where all cards must 
go “via the bureau’’, be certain 
the stations say*‘QSL via bureau’ 
or something similiar--- other- 
wise, QSL direct to their Call- 
book QTH, If the DX station 
says *“‘QSL via W2CTN” or 
some other W/K siation, this 
means he has a “personal QSL 
Manager’’, This is uaually some 
kind-hearted W/K station who 
has volunteered to take over 
the burden of sending out QSLs 
to the hundreds of W/K stations 
who want the DX station’s card, 
At irregular intervals, the DX 
station sends his ‘‘manager”’ a 
copy of his log, If, in the mean- 
time, you have sent your card 
to the QLS manager (NOT direct- 
ly to the DX station) along with 
a self addressed stamped en- 
velope, you will then receive a 
QSL confirming the contact, It 
is customary to include a small 
amount (nickel, dime, or quarter) 
to help the “*QSL Manager’’ de- 
fray the cost of having qsls 
printed and to cover forwarding 
expense of your card to the DX 
station, A good rule of thumb 
is to ask the DX station if it 
is OK to qsl via bureau, If 
it isn’t, he'll tell you to QSL 
direct, or to whom to send the 
card, 

Although you cannot send cards 
OUT via the ARRL QSL Bureau, 
you will find that the bulk of your 
incoming cards wil arrive via 
this route, even though you may 
not be an ARRL member, For 
this reason, a self-addressed 
and stamped envelope should al- 
ways be on file with the W4 QSL 
Manager (presently Tom Moss, 
W4HYwW, in Atlanta, Ga. ) Full 
instructions appear in alternate 
issues of QST--- see Table of 
Contents, ARRL QSL Bureau, 

As for the last item, (number 
three) although you worked ten 
DX stations in that contest, the 
DX station (s) may have worked 
1892 W/K stations. The poor 
guy has writer’s cramp just from 
logging, his QSL printer got his 
call wrong on 2000 cards, he 
is still looking for your call 
among the 1891 others because 
you entered the time on your 
card in EDST instead of GMT and 
he hasn’t the slightest idea of 
what EDST means --- or any 
one of a hundred reasons in- 
cluding being just a little lazy! 
Don’t be impatient-- your edi- 
tor waited ten years to get one 
rare DX card! 

Next month, we’ll try to answer 
another of these “*most asked’’ 
questions. In the meantime, 


IT’S. AF ACT. 


On the island of GOMERA, in 
the Canaries, DX’ communica- 
tion was first discovered in the 
15th Century. The islanders 
experts on audio, were fully- 
aware of the DX quantities of 
narrow bandwidth and high fre- 
quency. They invented the 
““Gomeran Whistled Language’, 
which is written up in the ‘*En- 
cyclopedia Britannica’, Theex- 
istence of this hand and mouth 
whistled DX language was de- 
finitely proven in 1934 by the 
insular government, So when you 
hear an EA8 beware, his whistles 
may behis language, I personally 
wonder if it is AM or Sideband, 

To make the most of SSB in 
the VHF bands requires cooper- 
ation at both ends of the VHF 
circuit, The fellow who genera- 
tes a SSB signal of good quality 
has done his part. The rest is 
up to the receiving operator, 
The full value of SSB can be 
realized only if it is tuned in 
properly with the receiver set at 
its. narrowest passband, about 
2KC and a minimum of RF gain 
cranked into the receiver, Copy 
can be quite natural sounding and 
with practice very easy, 

In parts of the USA, especially 
the large cities, where TVI pro- 
blems are rampant, ham opera-~ 
tors are hiding out behind resis- 
tor color codes, This is abso- 
lutely true, When a QTH is ask- 
ed over the air, the answer could 
come back, J, Jones RED RED 
BLUE, W, ORANGE RED ST, 
In a city of 8 million persons 
and 3 million TV sets this is 
almost the only way a QTH 
is handed out over the air, I 
think that this is a bit illegal???

day. During late May and early 
June, 15 was “wide open’’ to 
Asia and this can be expected 
thru August, 20 is at its best 
at night into the wee hours, 
with another good burst around 
sun-up. ‘Best day of the week’ 
is from late Friday afternoon 
to Saturday noon, If you are 
using a beam, try looking in 
exactly opposite direction from 
which you would expect signals 
to come (for example, point the 
beam toward Hawaii some morn- 
ing and discover the Africans!)

Got carried away with that log- 
book, but back to the receiver, 
the Mosley CM-1, I guess you 
might say that “CM’’ must stand 
for “Carl Mosley’’, though know- 
ing Carl, feel they must havehad 
to ‘‘hot-tie’’ him to get permis- 
sion, I read over his perspec- 
tise on the CM-1 and feel he is 
pretty conservative. No matter 
how sensitive or selective a re- 
ceiver happens to be, the one im- 
portant think, over all, is “*How 
is the Signal-to-Noise ratio?’ 
In simple words, ‘‘Is the signal 
Stronger than the noise?’ If it 
isn’t, you plain ain’t - it is as 
simple as that! 

Now the average receiver should 
be at least 6 db S/N. Might as 
well get used to reading this 
**Six deci-bels Signal to Noise 
ratio’’ which means the signal 
voltage is twice the noise volt- 
age and if you have good ears, 


you can hear it. Now Carl’s 
receiver has a 10 db S/N from 
a signal of only 1/2 microvolt, 
even on the 10 meter band! This 
is not easy to come-by. A lot 
of tubes make a lot of noise, 


but that is not what we want, 


We want a few tubes, working as 
quietly as they know how, andeach 
one as hot as a fire-cracker, 

And WHO EVER HEARD OF A 
QUIET FIRECRACKER?. That 
is where the fun begins in re- 
ceiver design, I know, . .because 
that’s my racket, Front-end 
noise, whether from the anten- 
na system, or the first tube, is 
‘*treacherous’’, you can’t get rid 


of it, Don’t even try, remember 


all receiver gain follows this 
area, Can you imagine all the 
‘‘electronic collisions’’ that exist 
in a MIXER? Well Sir! that 
mixer is a vertual “static grind- 
er’’ when it comes to making 
nosie, Carl uses a triode first 


mixer from 7 me to 30 mc to 
take advantage of ‘‘quiet mix- 
ing’. He uses dual preselec- 
tor tuning for greater front-end 
selectivity with the inherentab- 


sence of noise, do to use of NO 


vacuum tubes “up front’, No 
tubes, No Noise. Yeh, but no 
gain, so we get that later - it’s 
legal. Carl also uses crystal 
control triodesin the first mixer 
for stability at the ‘mixing fre- 
quency’’, The “mixing resul- 
tant’? 3,5 to 4.1 me, is attached 
to the main tuning dial and is 
calibrated for rapid reading at 
the actual signal frequency, The 
second mixer is also a quiet 
triode, tracking simultaneous 
with the output of the first mixer, 
If this all sounds complicated, 
remember I wouldn’t be mention- 
ing it if it wasn’t for your benefit! 
Even forgot to mention the dual 
tuned - I meantwotransformers, 
four tuned circuits up front inthe 
IF strip, a triode BFO, a triode 
product detester, and a triode 
first audio amplifier. Truly a 
Radio Engineer’s Triode dream- 
child, this receiver, Course, it 
has, in addition, a 1N34 AM 
detester, and a couple 1N54A 
Noise Limiters. For a total of 
FIVE tubes, and four semi-con- 
ducters, we have functions of 12 
tube sections, These five tubes 
are each 6AW8’s and this is 
really a first in receiver design, 
since the 201-a, 

Please don’t take my word for 
it, the book says, ‘‘30 db is the 
threshold of hearing’’, The im- 
age rejection (that’s that other 
side signal of the mixer oscil- 
lator that shows up in all super- 
hets) is ové? 3 1/2 db per meter 
in the 10, 15 and 20 meter band, 
64 db image rejection on 40 
‘Meters, and 67 db rejection on 80 
meters, First IF rejection (3.5 
to 4,1 mc) runs 52, 47, 44, and 
27 db on 10, 15, 20 and 40 meter 
band, 

Now don’t judge this receiver by 
“how many tubes?” or “does it 
match my Rollins Roles-Roise?”’ 
The price is fair, the workman- 
ship is fair, the guts is fair-to- 
middlin’’, the design is out of this 
world, and if you want results, 
take a little time to analyse this 
receiver, and you will agree, IT 
IS A SLEEPER! I saw it at 
Amateur Radio Center in Miami, 
I paid little attention to it at 
first, mostly cause I didn’t know 
that Carl Mosley knows his re- 
ceivers too!

SGM CORNER 

This month I would like to talk 
about traffic reporting, Ideally, 
every West Florida ham who is 
a member of traffic net, or who 
@: traffic through any outlet, 

ould ‘report his totals each 
month to the SCM, I have not 
pushed this as hard as some 

SCM’s, because I think the main 

thing is handling traffic, and 

the reproting is incidental, 

Reporting traffic does give the 
SCN and ARRL headquarters a 
means of determining how many 
active traffic men there are in 
the section, though, so let’s keep 
it up. Those of you who hold 
an ARRL appointment of any 
kind (ORS, OPS, etc.) get a copy 
of the ARRL Communications 
Department Bulletin every 3 
“months, : Along with it comes 
three Form 1s,the postcard you 
use to report your traffic, If 
for any reason you are not gett- 
ing yours, let me know and | 
will send you some, 

This form breaks traffic down 
into fours categories -- 
originated, received, relayed,and 
delivered, Full details of these 
are on page 12 of that booklet 
everyone should have, 
**Operating and Amateur Radio 
Station’, by ARRL, Some reports 

receive indicate that not every- 
© is familiar with this booklet. 
For example, a recent report 
listed 76 messages recieved,46 
messages relayed, and none de- 
livered, This means he took 
in 76 messages, relayed 46 of 
them to some other station, and 
apparently still had 30 messages 
on the ‘‘hook’’ at the end of the 
month, Of course, some of 
this traffic | was probably 
addressed to him (or his family) 
for which no ‘‘delivered’’ credit 
was given, but 30 unaccounted for 
messages at the end of a month 
is still quite a few. 

Traffic can be reported by 
radiogram or on a blank piece of 
paper, but I prefer the Form 1, 
especially from those of you who 
have them available. It makes 
it easier to tabulate them for the 
monthly report, Another point 


to consider is that cards and 


messages should be sent on time 
to reach the SCM no later than 
the 5th of the month, ff they 
come later they will be filed 
away and used with next month’s 
report, 

he goal of all traffic men is 
make BPL -- that is, to earn 
the Brass Pounder’s League 
award given for originating and 
delivering atotalof 100 messages 
or gathering atotal of 500

ON ADJUSTMENT 
OF **BUGS”’ 

After adjusting the top screw 
so that there is just a trace 
of up and down movement, next 
Set the “‘stop’’ screws so that the 
reed will vibrate with a 
minimum swing of 1/4 inch at 
the tip end, Next adjust the 
‘‘buffer’’ or deadener wheel or 
weight in position so that it stops 
all vibration immediately when 
the thumb is removed from the 
dotting paddle. There should 
be no flexing of the reed at its 
middle when thedash paddle or 
button is pressed in after the 
aforementioned adjustments have 
been make, 

The dash screw should be set 
to a gap of approx, 10 to 12 
dots per second, (WU standard 
i311) 

Finally, the dot screw should 
be adjusted so that when the lever 
is pushed to the dotting side and 
held there until it comes to rest 
the contact will just be lightly 
closed, This will produce a dot 
which is equal in duration to the 
spacing between the dots, 

A good check on this is to in- 
sert a milliammeter in series 
with the bug and the relay coil 
If the circuit when closed reads 
100 milis, then a string of dots 
should cause the meter to vibrate 
over the scale reading of 50 mills, 
And, oh yes, the spring tensions 
on the dotting and dash levers 
can be adjusted to your 
individual ‘feel’? or ‘‘touch’’.

TRAFFIC OR TURMOIL? 


A goodly portion of the previous: 
issue of ‘“‘QRV?’’ was devoted to 
comments regarding the proper 
@:s of traffic, not only on 

PN but on other traffic nets, 

Since that time, we have noted an 
increase in the efficiency with 
which traffic is being handled on 
our net, 
There are still some points which 
need to be stressed in the in- 
terest of increasing our commun- 
ications efficiency, Our net pre- 
amble - which you hear every 
night - says ‘‘Our purpose is to 
train members for proficiency in 
handling traffic during emergen- 
cies’’, but training in poor habits 
or operating habits is almost as 
bad as no training at all. 

The first requirement for anef- 
ficient net operation is to get all 
stations on the same frequency as 
the net control station, Sounds 
simple, doesn’t it? And, in real- 
ity, zero-beating a station (either 
AM or SSB) is very simple. The 
gimmic that lets you get right on 
frequency is called the spotting 
switch ~- not the transmit /standby 
switch, If you need to put your 
carrier onthe airin order to zero 
in on a station, 99 times out of 
a hundred you will be off fre- 
oo.” There is just too much 

er there from your carrier 
to allow the receiver to hear 
both signals at once, and anerror 
of several hundred cycles - or 
more is easy to make, 


Nearly all modern commercial 
transmitters have a spot switch 
built in, but there is no reason 
why a similar switch can’t be in- 
stalled in any rig, home-brew or 
store-bought, All that is usually 
involved is a switch to cut in the 
high voltage to the’ oscillator 
(and sometimes the buffer) while 
leaving it off the final. 


The second requirement for ef- 
ficient net operation is that all 
het stations must be familiar 
with the standard ARRL message 
format, All NTS nets use this 
format, and most refuse to accept 
traffic which is not in the proper 
form, You will find examples 
of properly made up messages 
in the booklet, “Operating an 
Amateur Radio Station’’, free for 
the asking from your SCM, If you 
do not handle much traffic dur- 
ing the month, it may be a good 
ea to obtain a pad of ARRL 
diogram blanks, These forms 
ave space for all normally re- 
quired information and make it a 
_#t easier to both make up and 
take down traffic, The pads are 
available from almost any elec-

MORE ON EVERYBODY’S 
FAVORITE SUBJECT 


G, E, Cushing, W4QVJ 


The following will read fami- 
liar to one interested amateur 
who recently wrote me concern- 
ing Incentive Licensing. I now 
call this “Incensed Licensee’’ 
instead of Incentive Licensing. 
I have taken portions of the 
reply sent to this amateur here 
The question was raised as to 
whether or not the ARRL was 
proposing to take away portions 
of existing bands from certain 
license holders .., also asked 
was what the non- ARRL mem- 
ber was going to do for voice 
concerning his ticket, 

Coupling this letter with a few 
others received lately .. and 
using a little latitude in answer- 
ing I present this as my personal 
feelings ., and strong ones at 
that. 

Whether or not the ARRL pro- 
poses taking any frequencies, 
or portions of sub-bands, from 
current holders of privileges in 
these areas I do not know, But 
I do think that some PORTION 
of a sub-band, or even the entire 
sub-band COULD conceivably be 
denied in the future. This is to 
say 75 meter phone, 20-meter 
phone, etc, Maybe one, maybe 
both ... maybe part of each .. 
maybe part of one and not the 
other ... many conbinations pos- 
sible here, This is a com- 
promise action at- its best and 
the non-too-strong _—- willed 
Director fearful of the wrath of 
his constituents may well favor 
the compromise approach, How- 
ever, FCC regulates frequencies, 
not ARRL, 

I do not in any way believe that 
ARRL or FCC will be able to 
influence the international fre- 
quency conferences to allocate 
more frequencies for the amateur 
use, So let’s forget that and the 
reasons are quite obvious, The 
day has long past when we could 
ask for more with hope of get~ 
ting it ... those are the sins of 
omission long since gone, 
Almost all agree that something 
is going to have to be done to 
clean-up the bands, Thanks for 
that much apparent agreement, 
The messy part is the procedure, 
Some three years ago a single 
amateur undertook the petition 
route with FCC, Single-handedly 
he madethe proposal and the FFC 
granted a docket number etc, 
and considered his proposal, 
Much back and forth resulted and 
I have been priviledged tosee 


the complete file... He did not 
accomplish hisobjective towards 
the proposed effect of incentive 
licensing. His proposal was 
possibly too radical in scope and 
far-sweeping (my opinion, not 
FCC’s). But he did accomplish 
a very good thing, As part of 
the order of denial the FCC 
asked that further comments be 
filed in the same area, How- 
ever some three years have gone 
by without a formal petition being 
presented to the best of my know- 
lege. but apparently some new 
aggressive blood in West Hart- 
ford proposes to do SOMETHING 
at last. 

I still feel that if we, as am- 
iateurs,' donothing about clean- 
ing up the current state of affairs 
to the satisfaction of the FCC, 
the FCC will take an action that 
will shock the world of amateur 
radio, This COULD be the re- 
duction in band size, reduction 
in number of bands, loss of 
phone in many of the bands, 
reduction of power inputs ... 
generally the FCC would apply 
the. broom where they see the 
broom needs applying. For the 
most part it appears that the 
phoné sub-bands are the mess 

. particularly 20 meter phone 
so I imagine they would feel the 
broom quite extensively, Other 
phone allocations as well. 

What about this ham that does 
not belong to ARRL ... that is the 
way the question was asked.,. 
‘Belong’? can be interpreted 
many ways so lets say “the ham 
who does not appear on the mem- 
bership lists’’... in this way he 
cam belong to himself, 

A non-ARRL menber will cer- 
tainly be able to voice an 
opinion as to what happens to 
his license, He will be given 
the same period of time to ex- 
press himself as the ARRL mem- 
ber, or the ARRL themselves, 
Whe the FCC issues their in- 
tent of rule making they will 
set a period of time for reciev- 
ing comments, Everybody con- 
cerned can voice their opinions. 

But, the ARRL member can 
also express himself tothe ARRL 
prior to the announced proposal 
being drafted in final form (do it 
NOW) and as a result can sug- 
gest the way he personally feels 
it should be done, 

Objection has also been raised 
to the next to last paragraph of 
the June editorial ‘*‘ As subsequent 
decisions are made the member- 
ship will be advised’’,, only by 
letting yourself be heard in 
West Hartford can you hope to 
influence this decision, ARRL 


does not walk on water...they can 
make mistakes .,. they have made 
some pretty good ones already., 
but if youdon’t register your sug- 
gestion you cannot hope to have 
them read it into their proposal, 

Further about this non-ARRL 
member. In some way he has 
exhibited a degree of com- 


placency about his license. QST 


has been recognized as carrying 
the news of amateur radio., even 
though the time lapse is some- 
times great, But if one does not 
get the publications (CQ, 73,SKIP, 
QST, etc) it could be gssumed 
that there is really no’interest 
in what does happen, After all 
if mnon-participation was the 
answer to an ill then that prin- 
ciple would long ago have been 
applied towards righting many 
other apparent wrongs. Actually 
by not being a member of ARRL 
they are helping in some small 
way those who would covet a bit 
more of the amateur frequencies, 
For sometime we have heard the 
nebulous phrase ‘‘The commer- 
cials sure want more of the 
amateur bands’’ But recently the 
nebulous part has disappeared... 
International Crystal petitioned 
FCC for a ‘*HobbyClass”’ license 
in a portion of 10 meters, Radio 
paging interests want more space 
and have asked for it, CB’ers 
are lobbying for more space, 
power and lifting of restrictions, 
Need we go on, The commer- 
cial interests were never so 
recognizable as now, 

If we do not prove worthy of 
holding these frequencies we will 
certainly lose them, 

And here’s why. 

The only reason that the govern- 
ments of the world tolerate am- 
ateur radio (and I use tolerate 
purposely) is that in some man- 
ner or fashion the amateurs as- 
sist a government effort, In the 
United States we call this Public 
Interest. I don’t know the phrase 
elsewhere. Consider another 
nation ., The USSR for instance, 
They keep their populace pretty 
well isolated, restrict their tra- 
vel, dictate what can be read and 
heard, But they do permit a- 
mateur radio, Why?? Probably 
for the same reasons that the 
United States and other coun- 
tries permit it. There may 
someday come the most urgent 
of emergency needs for trained 
technicians, These would be 
technicians in terms of high de- 
grees of technical skill as well 
as those well versed in operat- 
ing skills.. Time being invaluable 
and training time being non- 
existent in a situation of this 


160 METER
